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NO  QUICK  ENDING  TO  FAMINE  THRFAT 


Production  and  sharing  of  food  to  help  solve  the  problem  of  world  food 
shortage  is  more  than  a  temporary  concern  of  U.  S.  farmers  and  consumers. 
Latest  estimates  are  that  the  world  food  shortage  will  continue  through 
this  year  and  at  least  until  the  1947  harvest  and  this  estimate  does  not, 
of  course,  take  into  consideration  the  effects  on  the  food  picture  that 
extensive  unfavorable  weather  conditions  could  have. 


Farmers  are  asked  to  reduce  fall  pig  production  10$  below  the  number 
produced  in  1945.  The  lower  1946  goal  is  due  to  the  tight  feed  situation 
and  the  need  for  grains  to  feed  starving  people.    The  goal  of  31,500,000 

fall  pigs  is  slightly  above  average  production  in  the  1934-43  period. 
Farmers  in  the  corn  belt  are  asked  to  farrow  9%  fewer  sows^  and  farmers  in 

other  areas  1Z%  less  than  in  1945. 


U.  S.  milk  production  on  farms  during  April  was  only  2  percent  below 
the  record  output  for  that  month  set  a  year  ago  and  the  nation's  hens  and 
pullets  laid  nearly  7  billion  eggs  during  April  —  one  percent  more  than 
in  April  1945,  and  the  second  highest  volume  on  record.    Milk  produced 
per  cow  in  April  was  the  highest  on  record  for  the  month.

HIGH  PRODUCTION  OF  MILK  AND  EGGS 
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CULL  THOSE  FLOCKS  —  TO  CONSERVE  GRAIN 
Immediate  and  sharp  culling  of  poultry  flocks  is  needed  to  conserve 
grain  for  human  consumption,  the  USDA  advises  poultry  producers.  The 
goal  set  for  poultry  producers  to  help  prevent  starvation  abroad  is  to 
cull  during  May  and  June  at  least  one  out  of  every  seven  birds  in  the 
nation's  laying  flocks  compared  to  the  one  out  of  nine  culled  during  these 
faro  months  last  year* 

WHEAT  FOR  FALUNS  RELIEF 
C.  V.  Hemphill,  State  Manager  of  the  Emergency  Food  Conservation  Program 
states  that  New  Mexico  wheat  has  begun  to  roll  into  the  elevators  to  the 
tune  of  about  50,000  bushels.    The  flow  of  wheat,  stimulated  by  the  offer 
of  the  government  to  pay  a  bonus  of  30  cents  a  bushel  above  the  market  price 
for  wheat  delivered  before  the  25th  of  May,  will  result  in  the  movement  of 
over  100,000  bushels  from  major  New  Mexico  wheat  producing  counties. 

CONSERVE  WATER  AND  LAND 
Did  you  know  that  651,596  acres  of  New  Mexico  land  could  be  benefited 
by  the  reorganization  of  farm  irrigation  systems?    Here  are  some  of  the 
improvements  for  which  financial  assistance  is  offered  by  the  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program.    Relocation,  construction  or  enlargement  of  permanent 
ditches  or  dikes;  lining  permanent  ditches  to  prevent  seepage  or  loss  of 
water;  installation  of  siphons,  flumes,  dams,  drops,  weirs,  chutes  and 
diversions  gates.    Improve  your  farm;  increase  your  productivity;  conserve 
water. 


HOME  GARDENS 

The  tomato  has  a  clear  claim  to  first  honors  as  the  most  popular  vege- 
table according  to  a  survey  of  1945  victory  gardens.    The  tomato  was  grown 
in  88$  of  the  farm  gardens  and  90%  of  the  non-farm  gardens,  according  to 
statistics  gathered.    Onions  were  next  in  popularity,  then  string  beans, 
lettuce,  radishes,  potatoes,  green  peas,  and  cabbage. 

SLOGANS  './ANTED  FOR  FAMINE  EMERGENCY  FOOD  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM 
A  slogan  that  will  be  the  slogan  for  food  conservation  has  yet  to  be 
written.    Here  aro  some  samples: 

"Lest  others  die,  let's  diet." 

"Don't  hoard  food           Conserve  food." 

"Eat  less  and  police  your  garbage  pile." 

"Eat  less;  waste  less." 
A  good  slogan  will  emphasize  the  pressing  needs  of  the  next  few  weeks 
for  the  saving  of  40  percent  of  the  wheat  and  20  percent  of  the  fat  each 
individual  has  been  using.    A  spectacular  saving,  such  as  going  entirely 
without  wheat  or  fat  for  a  day  or  two  or  a  meal  or  two  will  not  result  in 
the  saving  unless  it-   is  continued  with  regularity.    '.That  is  needed  is  some- 
thing to  impress  on  every  person  the  need  for  a  schedule  of  saving  and  con- 
serving wheat  and  fats  every  day,  every  meal  or  every  week*    The  right 
slogan  would  drive  home  this  point.

Thirteen  percent  of  the  soap  being  manufactured  today  is  from  salvaged 
fat,  according  to  Charles  L.  Hairs  ton,  Field  Representative  of  the 
American  Fat  Salvage  Committee,  Inc.    Mr.  Hairs  ton  said  that  16  million 
pounds  of  fat  was  salvaged  in  March  1946,  a  record  exceeded  only  once  in 
the  history  of  the  Fat  Salvage  Campaign.    Homemakers  and  others  can  be  sure 
of  having  plenty  of  suds  if  they  save  and  turn  in  their  waste  fats  and  oils. 
A  teaspoon  of  fat  a  day  saved  by  every  man,  woman  and  school  child  will 

mean  a  total  saving  of  at  least  one  million  pounds  of  fat  a  day. 

FARM  SHORTS 

More  than  45  percent  of  the  nation's  farms  are  electrified  in  contrast 
with  less  than  11  percent  at  the  time  the  Rural  Electrification  Administra- 
tion was  established  on  May  11,  1945. 

New  consumers  are  new  being  connected  to  RSA  financed  lines  at  the  rate 
of  18,000  to  2 0,000  a  month,  which  approaches  the  rate  of  the  peak  prewar 
year  1940. 

Fresh  apricots,  sweet  cherries,  plums  and  Italian  prunes  have  been 

exempted  from  price  control  by  CPA  ceilings  on  watermelons  have  been 

suspended  because  of  the  exceptionally  large  crop  expected  CPA  also 

announced  suspension  of  price  ceilings  on  processed  (canned,  preserved, 
and  frosen)  berries  and  berry  products,  except  cranberries. 
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
